3. (New) A method for treating severe Alzheimer's dementia in a patient in need 
thereof comprising administering 3.0 mg to 10 mg of l-benzyl-4-(5,6-dimethoxy-l-indanon)2- 
yl)methylpiperidine or a pharmaceutical ly acceptable salt thereof to treat severe Alzheimer's 
dementia in the patient; wherein severe Alzheimer's dementia is characterized by a score of 5 to 
9 on the Mini-Mental State Examination. 

4. (New) A method for treating severe Alzheimer's dementia in a patient in need 
thereof comprising administering 10 mg of l-benzyl-4-(5,6-dimethoxy-l-indanon)2- 
yl)methylpiperidine hydrochloride to treat severe Alzheimer's dementia in the patient; wherein 
severe Alzheimer's dementia is characterized by a score of 5 to 9 on the Mini-Mental State 
Examination. 

5. (New) A method for treating severe Alzheimer's dementia in a patient in need 
thereof comprising administering a therapeutically effective amount of l-benzyl-4-(5,6- 
dimethoxy-l-indanon)2-yl)methylpiperidine or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt thereof to treat 
severe Alzheimer's dementia in the patient. 

6. (New) The method of claim 5, comprising administering 0.3 mg to 50 mg of 1- 
benzyl-4-(5,6-dimethoxy-l-indanon)2-yl)methylpiperidine or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt 
thereof to treat severe Alzheimer's dementia in the patient. 

7. (New) The method of claim 6, comprising administering 3.0 mg to 10.0 mg of 1- 
benzyl-4-(5,6-dimethoxy-l-indanon)2-yl)methylpiperidine or a pharmaceutically acceptable salt 
thereof to treat severe Alzheimer's dementia in the patient. 

8. (New) The method of claim 5, wherein severe Alzheimer's dementia is 
characterized by a score of less than 10 on the Mini-Mental State Examination. 

9. (New) The method of claim 8, wherein severe Alzheimer's dementia is 
characterized by a score of 5 to 9 on the Mini-Mental State Examination. 
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
